MADRID, June 1.—lu the senate this 


afternoon the minister of marine an- 
nounced that Admiral Manterola had 
officially reported the American squad- 
ron, commanded by Commodore Schley, 
composed of large ironclads and cruis- 
ers, attacked the fortifications at tbe 
entrance of Santiago de Cuba 
Our 


ironclad, Cristobal Colon, closing the 
mouth of the port, and supported by 
the fire of the forts, repulsed the at- 
tack, causing damage to the enemy.

From a Spanish Correspondent at 


HAVANA, June 1.—Admiral Cervera, it is 
reported here, was not in Santiago yes 
terday during the bombardment by the 
American squadron. Had he been the 
Spanish warships would have entered 
the contest against the Americans, con 
fident of victory. The Spanish troops 
have been instructed to make eithei 
energetic or slight resistance, accord' 
iug to circumstances, but with a view 
not to prevent the landing of American 
forces but to allow the latter to go 
into the interior of the country where 
the Spaniards ara confident they will be 
able to defeat them. 


Of Course Not.

Washington, June 1.—The usual con- 


tingent of callers from congress were at 
the White House today.

Senators Jones 
of Arkansas. Fairbanks of Indiana, 
Thurston of Nebraska, Money of Miss- 
issippi, Daniel of Virginia and Represen- 
tati\e Grosvenor of Ohio were those 
early in conference. Matters were very 
quiet at the White House, and tlrsre was 
little indication of an important stage 
In the war situation.

continued lo treat with skepticism the 
accounts coming from Haytl as to the 
extent of the action. At the same time 
otlicial advices ara anxiously awaited, 
for while the Haytiun accounts contain a 
number of statements discredited by the 
authorities here, yet there are so many 
circumstances from different points In- 
dicating that some sort of action has 
occurred that they are accepted as 
roughly suggesting what the ofllclal re- 
ports will show with muru accuracy and 
detail. 


Secretary Long remained at home dur-

That being the case,Mr. Taylor asks why 
the present dynasty should be over- 
thrown, why the wise and devoted queen 
regent should be driven out on account 
of national misfortune, for which neither 
she nor her son \a in any way respon- 
sible. "The most priceless possession 
of Spain." saxs Mr. Taylor, 'is Maria 
Christina, because she alone bars the 
door to the renewal of a civil war, which 
at this moment would be destructive to 
the country. In this dark hour of Spain's 
misfortune, her pure womanly character 
shines forth like a light in a dark place; 
round which all patriotic 
Spaniards 


should gather. 
If monarchlai institu- 


tions survive her overthrow means the 
accession of Don Carlos, \\ ho. apart from 
his utter and admitted worthlessness 
as a man, represents a set of mediaeval 
ideas and aspirations that would net 
Spain far into the past—at least a cen- 
tury." 


As confirming his belief that Spain is 


not ripe for a republic, Mr. Taylor refers 
to the attitude of Emilio Castelar. "If 
anybody clearly comprehends and loves 
Spain, he does." says Mr. Taylor. "In 
his miRhty brain is stored away her 
whole history as a part of the history of 
Europe. In his heart is an unselfish and 
filial love of country as lofty and unsel- 
fish as ever enobled a patriot. Convinced 
years ago that Spain was not prepared 
for a republic, he resolved to retire from 
the political arena and to transmit his 
ampliations to another channel." 


Mr. Taylor expresses the hope that 


the linked Stages in their dealings with 
Spain at the end of the present war will 
follow a course consistent with their own 
normal dignity, and in the hour of vic- 
tory will remember that justice 
and 


generosity 
should characterize their 


dealings with a once friendly nation. 
"When the end comes," says he, "let us 
resolve to be just and generous, not only 
to Cuba, but to Spain, too. 


TARGET PFACTICE. 


Mcu Iu the lllockadlng Fleet Knjoy It 


Oir Cuban Coart. 


Key West. June 1.—The United States 


auxiliary gunboat Uncas, formerly the 
Walter A. Luekenbach, arrived here this 
morning from the Cuban coast. She re- 
ports that on Monday last, when about 
a mile and a half west of Matanzas 
lighthouse, she sighted a Spanish block- 
house on shore, taking up a position 
about 600 yards offshore; the Uncas fired 
two shots at the house, and the two shells 
went clear through the building, which 
was wrecked.

boat Leyden came up and also flred a 
couple of shots. It is not known whether 
any Spaniards were killed, but they 
probably fled at the 
first shot.

This action on the part of the Uncas 


and Leyden is in accordance with the 
policy of the patrol boats in shelling any 
blockhouses they may come across. The 
crews enjoy this target practice very 
much. 


All was quiet on the Havana blockade 


When the Uncas left last night. 


A warship just in from the blockade re- 


ports that on Sunday morning a smal 
Kpanish gunboat came out of Havana 
and ran along the line of batteries, close 
in shore. Yesterday she again came out 
venturing over two miles from land. Shi, 
was chased, and one shot was flred at 
her, whereupon she scudded back to port 


On Monday night a warship of the 


blockading squadron approached within 
five miles of Havana, clearly distinguish 
Ing whole rows of lighted streets, thus 
contradicting the rumors of Havana be 
Ing In darkness.

The will of the late Benjamin Kennard 


of Eliot, is being contested in the Maine 
courts and people on the other side of 
the river are much interested iu the re- 
sult of the proceedings held in Alfred 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 


The petitioner, who was the only sis- 


ter of Benj. Kennard, a rich old bache- 
lor, with a fortune of $100,000, was 
given only $500 in his will. She claims 
that she had no notice of the existence 
of a will nntil it had been probated, 
although she had inquired of a namber 
of relatives. The defence is a general 
denial of tbe petitioner's allegations. 


Tbe first witness for the petitionei 


was the petitioner herself, Mrs. Marga- 
ret Goodwin of Exeter, N. H. She tes- 
tified that she waa Benj. Kennard's sis- 
ter and 84 years old. Her first notifica- 
tion of her brother's death was a tele- 
gram on tbe evening before his funeral, 
which she could not attend. She made 
inquiries through her daughter, Miss 
Maude Goodwin, as to the existence of 
a will, but got no information regarding 
the existence of one till told by the 
neighbor, Mr. Twombley, that he had 
been to Alfred and bad seen Eennard's 
will in the office of the register of pro- 
bate. It had been admitted to probate. 
She at once instituted through counsel, 
proceedings to have tbe will set aside. 


Miss Maude Goodwis, Exeter, N. H., 


testified that she was the petitioner's 
daughter and at her mother's request 
made inquiries through her brother as 
to tbe existence of a will. She could 
ascertain nothing regarding one1 She 
avked her landlady, Miss Bradley, who 
could tell if there was a will. 
Miss 


Bradley didn't know but said she bad a 
tenant, Mr. Twombley, who once lived 
in York county andjwould know. Later 
Miss Bradley said she had seen Twomb- 
ley who ad>ised writing to the register 
of probate at Alfred. She was then ill 
and Miss Bradley promised to write to 
the register for her. A few days later 
Mias Bradley was called to Boston by 
an uncle's illness and was absent from 
Eieter for four weeks. On returning 
she said she had forgotten to write, but 
had just seen Mr. Twombley -who bad 
been to Alfred and had seen the will. 
Tbe next day she went to Alfred with 
Miss Bradley »nd saw the then probated 
will and employed counsel for her 
mother. 


Miss Mary Bradley, Exeter'N. H., 


corroborated Miss Goodwin's testimony 
regarding her connection with the case. 


Moses Twombley, Exeter, N. H., 


testified that Miss Bradley inquired of 
him as to the proper person to inform 
Miss Goodwin regarding the existence 
of a will: He referred her to the regis 
ter of probate. He was in Alfred in- 
December and called at the probate of- 
fice. He found a will had already been 
probated and told Mies Bradley regard- 
ing it. 


Albert Goodwin, Portsmouth, N. H., 


testified,that he was tbe petitioner's 
sou. 
At his mother's request he in- 


quired of various El ot people regard- 
ing the existence of a will, bnt could 
not ascertain if there was one. At 6 p. 
m. the petitioner rested and court ad- 
journed till 9 o'clock this morning. 


When court came in this morning; it 


waa announced that there was some 
prospect that a compromise {might be 
arranged between the parties, and a re- 
cess waa taken that a consultation 
might be held. At the end of an hour's 
private conference, it was reported that 
the parties had failed to agree, and the 
trial proceeded. 


All the evidence introduced by the 


petitioner this forenoon went to show 
the mental and physical nnsouudness 
of Benjamin Kennard fora number of 
years prior to bis death. 


The witnesses were F. F. Staples, 


Pierrepont Hammond, Qeorge Ireland, 
and Mm. Alice Staples all of Eliot, and 
Joseph Langton and James Trefethen 
of Kitteiy. They testified that they 
knew Benjamin 
Kennard for many 


yean and had intimate relations (with 
him either in a business or personal 


way. 
Up to the time of bis last illness 


which began six years before his death, 
he was a sharp and accurate man of 
business, bnt during bis sickness, a 
gradual failing of his mental faculties 
accompanied the decay of his physical 
condition. During tbe last year or two, 
his memory was seriously impaired. 


The petitioner introduced a letter ex* 


ecuted by Benjamin Kennard, May 1, 
1894, and recorded at tbe office of the 
register of deeds, April 27, 1895, giving 
Oliver Prime power of attorney, the 
management of Kennard's estate, and 
absolute control of bis property real 
and personal. 


The petitioner also introduced a bill 


in equity brought at the present tern of 
court by Oliver Prime, asking for an ia- 
junction to restrain him from paying a 
note for 17,000 given by Benjamin Ken- 
nard three years before his death, on 
tbe ground that for some years before 
Kennard's death, he was of unsound 


mind and incapable of intelligently 
transacting business. 


The petitioner's osse WM ended at 


12.30. 


Clara Kennard. a sister ef the de- 


ceased, and George B. Kennard, a 
nephew, both of Eliot, wen tbe only 
witnesses for the defence. 
They testi- 


fied that the net of the existence of a 
will was town talk in Eliot at the time 
of Benjamin Kennard's death. 


Attorney Fairfield summed up for 


the defense and Judge Bymonds for the 
petitioner. 


At 3.45 o'clock Judge Haskell ren- 


dered his decision, allowing the peti- 
tioner the right to file an appeal from 
tbe probating of the will, giving the 
proper bonds, which the judge estimat- 
ed at about $500.
